New York, Jan. 11 — W)—A young 
married couple was in jail today, 
charged with homicide in the star- 
vation death" of a son. 


The father, Guy Schielzo, is 
a 


$75-a-week salesman. 


Authorities said he and his wife. 
Mary, both 29, admitted neglect- 
ing a three-year-old son, Guy, and 
daughter, Vincenza, 5, while two 
ther children were well-fed and 
well-treated. 


The neglected daughter was nar- 


rowly saved from starvation When 
ound by social 
workers

aid but the rescue was too late 
o save the boy, who weighed only 
4 pounds at his death. 
» 


As the parents were booked last 
night on homicide charges, Mrs. 
Schielzo, a short, fat woman, be- 
came hysterical. She screamed re- 
>ukes at photographers, then rest- 
ed her head on her husband's shoul- 
der, sobbing. 


No explanation was offered for 
he couples' alleged discrimination 
against the two children. 


The father was quoted as say- 
ing he knew his wife was not feed- 
ing the pair properly, but that he 
could do nothing about it. For two 
months before the boy died, police 
quoted him, he could not bear to 
go into the bedroom where the two 
lay starving. 


Police said the 
two 
child'i'cn, 
their bodies emaciated and covered 
with vermin and sores, were found 
in a filthy, sunless bedroom 
of 


the Scielzo apartment last Nov. 21 
by a welfare investigator.

toor (meaning Pakistan) and 
the 


woupds pf the subcontinent's nar- 
tition are not healed up." Patel 
Was defending his 
government's 
expenditure of two-thirds 
of 
its 
revenue on defense and declared 
that "India will not reduce expen- 
diture until her relations with Pa- 
kistan become smooth." At anoth- 
er point he said: 


"We have built up our forces so 


that no nation dare attack us." 


A day or so later Prime Minis- 


ter Nehru announced that 
three 


weeks earlier he had 
sent 
the 
Pakistan government the draft of 
a proposed joint declaration ban- 
ning war and proposing settlement 
of differences by negotiation.

In short, tho 
two nations are dependent on each 
other in this vital matter of jute. 
To add to this jute 
imbroglio, 


there is a fieroe qu;\rrel over cur- 
rency, values. Some time ago India 
devauled the rupe while Parkis- 
tan. refused to follow suit. The re- 
sult is that India no longer can 
buy jute from Pakistan excepting

With true professional Spartanism. 
our medicine cabinet was (and 
still is!) bare of any voodoo bot- 
tles exr-ent for aspirin for head- 
aches, hair tonic for John,, cos- 
metics for me, and a little iodine 
or metaphin or any other 
anti- 
septic that was most recently re- 
ceived in the mail. 


"No cough medicine? No pills?" 
my mother demanded as if 
we 


were nonbathing cannibals. 
"Tvfi 
never seen civilized people 
live 
like this!" 
Like many lay people I have 
met mv rrother was under 
the 
erroneous impression that a doc- 
tor's home probably came equipped 
with sterilizers in the kitchen, dia- 
thermy machines in the bedroom 
and autoclaves in the bathroom: 
that he and his family were daily 
eermprnofed. vitamin laden, hor- 
mone injected, 
and 
vaccinated; 


that only food approved by 
the 
Council on Food and Drugs of the 
American Medical Association wns 
consumed; and that 
prophvlactic 


fumigations of the whole 
house 
took place periodically.

I still find myself re- 
ferred to as a labor-baiter by men 
who .are demonstrably harsh and 
greedy enemies of labor. When a 
Joe Ryan or a Joe Fay, a William 
Green or a John L. Lewis calls 
me. a labor-baiter I wince because 
1 assume that some of the rank 
and file and even some of the peo- 
ple who are supposed to be 
in- 
telligent will believe them. Some 
of the Intelligent peope who take 
their word for it are well-read and 
Vpito-date 'on 
many 
things but 
never can get it 
through their 
heads that labor and unionism are 
not synonymous. They can't re- 
main aware that labor is in many 
important ways a victim of union- 
ism:-! have shotyn this in many 
phases over these years, but peo- 
ple/ are mentally lazy and they will 
ndt'bear.in,mind facts which prove 
that- Ryan, F&y, Green and Lewi's 
ajid, evety other professional union- 
eer'that-1 can think of, are actual 
Iabor;-paiter<s. 


-As-1-say, I wince because "Jabor- 
baiter" is a dirty epithet in these 
debates; but there is a difference 
between Wincing and flinching. I 
think,these clergymen that I refer 
to are guilty Of flinching.

They have never even ad- 
rnitte'd that they ever were fellow- 
travelers1 of the communists. They

fronts. I, have absolutely no faith 
in their sincerity and suspect

It is none of my business what 
terms -any such men may

made, spiritually, with any clergy,

I think sin- 
cere and brave ministers of reli-
